The next intelligence that may be looked for is the

No intelligence of 


the movement of ships or troops is being sent faom the 
oulf coast that is not subjected to a strict censorship. It is 
safe to say that not many days will elapse before a landing o1 


troops on the island will be effected. 
When these troops 


will sail i.nd where they will land are things known to but 
few, 
and newspaper correspondents are not among those who 


have the facts. 


That an invasion is impending does not admit of a doubt. 


- Troops here, at Key West and at Mobile, are ready to em- 
bark at a moment's notice. No one will know when the 
order to move will be given. The soldiers will be calltd out 
to the customary drill some of these mornings and be march- 
ed from the parade ground to the wharf where they will be 
•embarked and the boats steam out within an hour. This is 
the program.

San Francisco. May 23—Special—The first California 


volunteers left camp at Presidio this morning and^marched to 
the Pacific mail dock to embark on the transport City of 
Pekin. Along the route of march the troops were received 
with intense enthusiasm. They were literally smothered with 
flowers. As they, passed the cathedral Archbishop Riordan 
and a number of priests bade farewell to the soldier boys in 
presence of an immense throng. The regiment is 1,090 
strong. 
The City of Pekin will go outside into the stream 


this afternoon and will probably sail for Manila Wednesday. 
The Monterey is being: rapidly repaired for its trip to Manila. 
It may leave Thursday.
